Her work experience includes an 
internship in painting conservation at The Cleveland Museum of Art and the 
Intermuseum Laboratory, Oberlin; work as an assistant in painting conservation 
at the Art Institute of Chicago; and apprenticeships in paper and painting 
conservation at the Winterthur Museum in Delaware. Ms. Crenshaw has published
